Dear Sir: 

This is in response to the Decision mailed 13 July 1999, dismissing Applicants' petition 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) filed 19 October 1998. Response was due on 13 September 1999. A 
petition for an extension of time of four (4) months until 1 3 January 2000, is included with this 
request for reconsideration. 

Said petition was dismissed for: (1) failing to establish that joint inventor Fu could not be 
reached or that he refused to sign the declaration; and (2) failing to file an acceptable oath or 
declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. §§115 and 1 16. Applicant's undersigned 
representative appreciates the courtesy extended during a personal interview held by Petitions 
Examiner Karin Tyson, Petitions Branch, with Applicants' representative Thomas D. Mays on 
November 2, 1999. During which interview Dr. Mays discussed the previously filed petition and 
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Applicants' intention to file a corrected petition as enclosed herein. Examiner Tyson agreed that 
Applicant is permitted to file such a corrected petition and, if properly supported, such petition 
would be granted. The propriety of filing the Petition by Assignee in the case wherein neither 
inventor's signature could be obtained was acknowledged. The request for consideration of 
petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) has been modified in view of the interview with Examiner 
Tyson and the subsequent refusal of the other inventor, Ann Monosov, to sign the petition as 
well.
